Spy Hunters, Justice Dept. 
Friends Again After [al 


Seek Advice 
On Calling 
Of Witnesses 


WASHINGTON (#) — House 
spy hunters, friends again with 
the justice department, sought its 
advice today about calling wit- 
nesses to finish writing a forth- 
coming story of communist es- 
pionage in government. 

Acting Chairman Mundt (R- 
SD) of the house un-American 
activities committee, told report- 
ers he will meet today with Alex 
Campbell, assistant attorney gen- 
eral. Mundt said the committee 
wants to determine whether it 
will call witnesses who testified 
before a federal grand jury in 
New York. 

The committee held only a brief 


session today and scheduled no! 
witnesses for tomorrow. Mundt} 
said it will spend much of its 


time in the next few days prepar- 
ing reports to congress. 

Mundt earlier named eight per- 
sons the committee would like to 
before issuing its re- 
port on the investigation. Most 
of them have appeared before the 
New York grand jury. 


Mundt said that “some misun- 


derstandings” had been eliminat- | 


ed in a “long and friendly” week- 
end conference with Campbell and 
U. S. Attorney George Fay. He 
said he hoped for ‘new degrees 
of cooperation’. The committee 
has been sharply critical of the 
justice department in the’ past. 

The committee wants to get the 
testimony for its report before 
the new congress takes over on 
January 3.

With production a fourth great- 
and prices averaging higher, 
California’s farmers will receive 
/ even a larger percentage of their 
total 1948 crop receipts from cot- 
ton, 

The department estimates Cal- 
ifornia farmers will receive $2,- 
230,000,000 from the sale of agri- 
cultural products this year, com- 
pared with $2,165,000,000 in 1947.
